The House of Representatives 
you may be obser^dng at work is a 
direct descendant of Florida's first 
lawmaking body. 

That was the Legislative 
Council, composed of "thirteen of 
the most fit and discreet persons 
of the territory." Congress estab- 
lished the Council by a law ap- 
proved by President Monroe on 
March 30, 1822. 

. The Council was to have met 
atPensacolaon June 10, 1822, but 
it was not untilJuly 22, forty-four 
days late, that a quorum appeared 
and the Council could organize. 

The long delay had been 
caused by the squalls, calms, and 
the capsizing of a sloop bringing 
three of St. Augustine's members 
to Pensacola and a fourth mem- 
ber perished in the loss of his ship. 
(Traveling by land may have been 
less hazardous but virtually as 
time-consuming. By horseback, 
the trip between the two territo- 
rial capitals, St. Augustine and 
Pensacola, required two weeks at 
best.) 

Reaching Pensacola was not 
the end of the perils. Yellow fever 
raged in August, claiming the 
lives of the Council President and 
the Chief Clerk before the survi- 
vors decided to move the sessions 
to a residence some 15 miles out 
of Pensacola. 

Agitation for a two-house Leg- 
islative Council achieved a mile- 
stone in 1838 when the United 
States House of Representatives 



adopted a resolution by Florida's 
delegate calling upon the Com- 
mittee on Territories to inquire 
"into the expediency of reorganiz- 
ing the Legislative Council of 
Florida Territory, so as to give 
another branch to said Council, to 
be called a Senate." The unicam- 
eral Council became bicameral 
with President Van Biu-en's sig- 
nature on a congressional act on 
July 7, 1838. 

They were stout-hearted men 
who braved the wilderness to 
serve even before the distance 
was halved by establishing the 
capital at Tallahassee, midway 
between the old capitals. 

When the call went out in 
1838 for a constitutional conven- 
tion in preparation for statehood, 
the two delegates from Monroe 
County traveled from Key West to 
New York by ship, then by stage- 
coach to Georgia, and finally by 
horseback to St. Joseph, the con- 
vention city. Travel time for the 
round trip was six weeks. It is 
little wonder that the Representa- 
tives from Moruroe and Dade coun- 
ties were days late for the 
organization session when state- 
hood came. 

The physical structure of the 
Legislature, a House and a Sen- 
ate, has not changed since 1838; 
however, there have been human 
happenings and events. Since 
1822, some 3,600 men and women 
have administered the govern- 



administered the governmental 
affairs of Florida as legislators. 

If the physical structure of the 
Legislature has lasted, there have 
been recent significant changes in 
the formula for composition. 

Since 1967 the Legislature 
had been apportioned on a one- 
man, one- vote formula but a Rep- 
resentative might share a 
constituency with other lawmak- 
ers. Single-member districts 
since 1982 did away with that 
sharing, so that citizens could be 
truly certain of the House mem- 
ber who represents them. 

Florida has the most perfectly 
apportioned House in the country 
from the yardstick of each Repre- 
sentative responsible to almost 
precisely the same number of peo- 
ple. 



Your Legislatvire of Today 

Decisions made by Florida's 
elected officials affect our lives on 
a daily basis. From the collection 
of taxes to the spending of state 
dollars, these things cannot hap- 
pen without an authorizing Act of 
the Legislature. 

Both the House and Senate 
must agree on every bill which 
passes, whether it is a major 
change in the insurance law or 
something which involves only 
one county. 

A better understanding of the 
Legislature and your communica- 
tion with its members will help 
them to best serve you and re- 
spond to the growing and complex 
needs of our state. Your legisla- 
tors are working to make Florida 
a better place for everyone, both 
now and in the future.

The Constitution of Florida 
declares that "All political power 
is inherent in the people." With 
the passing of each election, the 
will of the people is ascertained as 
those to be governed choose those 
who will run their government. 

The Constitution also pro- 
vides that the power to govern 



shall not reside solely in the 
hands of a single state official. In- 
stead, this power is shared among 
three branches of government. 
The first among these branches is 
the Legislative, and the oldest of 
the two legislative houses is the 
House of Representatives. 



The Legislative branch is 
composed of two units, the House 
of Representatives and the Sen- 
ate. The House has 120 members, 
and the Senate has 40. For a bill 
to become law^, it must be ap- 
proved by both houses in identical 
form. 

The Legislature has annual 
sessions. The 1992 regular ses- 
sion will start early because, 
along with its other lawmaking 
duties, the Legislature must reap- 
portion legislative and congres- 
sional districts. In following 



years, regular sessions will begin 
on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in February until time for 
the next reapportionment, which 
occurs every ten years. Sessions 
last for sixty calendar days. 

Committees meet during the 
months prior to session on a 
schedule set by the presiding offi- 
cer. The presiding officers of each 
house appoint committees to re- 
view legislation. Further discus- 
sion of the committee process will 
be presented in a following section 
of this booklet.

The courts exercise their judi- 
cial power in trying persons who 
are accused of a criminal offense, 
or when someone seeks to recover 
damages for an injury caused by 
the wrongful act of another. The 
court system oversees enforce- 
ment of judicial decisions ren- 
dered.

OFFICERS OF THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES 



THE SPEAKER 

The Speaker of the House is 
the presiding officer, the leader of 
the House for a two-year term. He 
is elected by his fellow Represen- 
tatives. Among his most import- 
ant duties are the appointment of 
committees, and selection of their 
chairmen. His chairmen are the 
key players in carrying out his 
program throughout the term. 



THE MINORITY LEADER 

The Republican Members of 
the House, called the Republican 
Caucus, elect their leader who 
will organize, control and super- 
vise the Minority Office. 



OTHER OFFICERS 

There are two non-Member 
officers, the Clerk of the House 
and the Sergeant at Arms. The 
Clerk, a constitutional officer, is 
elected by the Members; the Ser- 
geant, a statutory officer, is desig- 
nated by the Speaker, subject to 
the consent of the Members. The 
Clerk and the Sergeant serve all 
Members and, therefore, are obli- 
gated to be nonpartisan. 

THE CLERK OF THE HOUSE 

The duties and responsibili- 
ties of the Clerk were capsuled by

the Council of State Governments 
in these words: 

"By far the oldest, and per- 
haps the most 
indispensable, 
of the estab- 
lished legisla- 
tive aids 
among Anglo- 
American law- 
making bodies 
is the office of 
the legislative 
chief clerk. 
Laws are the 
main product 
of a legislative body; and the two 
principal tasks of the clerk are, 
first, to assist the leaders and 
Members of a legislative house in 
the detailed processes by which 
laws are enacted and second, to 
record the history of that process 
in a clear, unbiased and accurate 
manner. If the first of these tasks 
is inadequately performed, the 
work of the session can be chaotic, 
bills can be lost or imperfectly pro- 
cessed, and the legislative process 
can become 'confusion worse con- 
founded.' If the second of these 
tasks is poorly performed, the 
State government, the courts, and 
the people can be faced with seri- 
ous consequences, including law- 
suits testing the validity of 
statutes." 

In shepherding bills from the 
time of filing until enrolled Acts 
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Wayne Weatmark 



are transmitted to the Governor, 
or the dead bills to the Secretary 
of State, the Clerk of the House 
requires the assistance of some 
thirty-five people year-round and 
70 to 80 during the sessions. 

THE SERGEANT AT ARMS 

The Ser- 
geant at Arms, 
under the direc- 
tion of the 
Speaker, is 
chiefly respon- 
sible for the 
maintenance of 
order in the 
Chamber, the 
lobby and ad- 
joining rooms, and seeing that no 
person is admitted to the Cham- 
ber unless entitled to that privi- 
lege. On ceremonial occasions, 
the Sergeant announces the ad- 
mission of dignitaries to the 
Chamber and, with his Senate 
counterpart, performs the tradi- 
tional "dropping of the handker- 
chief" to signal the final 
adjournment (sine die) of the 
Legislature. In recent years, the 
Sergeant's duties have been sub- 
stantially expanded to include 
management of the postal, sup- 
ply, maintenance and inventory 
services of the House. 



QUALIFICATIONS OF 
REPRESENTATIVES 

The Constitution requires a 
Representative to be at least 21 
years of age, an elector, a resident 
of the district from which elected 



and of Florida for two years prior 
to election. 

Unlike other state and county 
officers, Members of the Legisla- 
ture take office upon election. 
This has been interpreted to mean 
midnight of the day of the general 
election. 

Representatives serve two- 
year terms. Vacancies in legisla- 
tive office may be filled only by 
election. The Governor cannot 
appoint Members of the Legisla- 
ture.

COMPENSATION AND 
REIMBURSEMENT 

Representatives receive a sal- 
ary of $22,560 a year, payable in 
monthly installments. The 
Legislature determines by law the 
rate of pay. 

Representatives also receive a 
daily subsistence allowance for 
the time spent in Tallahassee or 
during authorized travel. They 
receive a mileage allowance for 
trips between their district and 
the Capitol and for authorized 
travel. They also receive an al- 
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lowance for the maintenance of an 
office in their district. 

Each Representative may em- 
ploy a year-round aide and a year- 
round secretary, who must meet 
qualifications prescribed by the 
Joint Legislative Management 
Committee. 

REPRESENTATION OF THE 
PEOPLE IN THE HOUSE 

All Members of the House rep- 
resent geographic districts which 
had the same number of people at 
the time of the 1980 Federal cen- 
sus. The population of Florida in 
1980 was 9,746,342. Divided by 
120 Members, this set the perfect 
size of a House district at 81,219 
persons. (The next apportion- 
ment scheduled under the Florida 
Constitution will occur in 1992 for 
the 1992-1994 House.) 




The House, in apportioning it- 
self in 1982, initiated a policy of 
single-Member districts state- 
wide. 

As passed by the Legislature 
and approved by the Florida Su- 
preme Court, the largest House 
district was District 8 with a pop- 
ulation of 81,392, which is a devi- 
ation from the ideal of 173 people 
or .21 percent. The smallest 
House district was District 10 
with a population of 81,014, which 
is a deviation from the ideal of 205 



people or .25 percent. The total 
deviation between the largest and 
smallest House districts was 378 
people, or .46 percent deviation. 

The House plan was charac- 
terized by the National Council of 
State Legislatures as having the 
lowest deviation from the ideal of 
any state in the nation. 

The plan created seven House 
districts with black population 
majorities in 1980 and five addi- 
tional black access districts with 
black populations in excess of 30 
percent. Likewise, the plan cre- 
ated seven House districts with 
Hispanic population majorities 
and two additional Hispanic ac- 
cess districts. 

OTHER ACTIVITIES 

The typical Member of the 
House of Representatives will 
find himself involved in work from 
early in the morning until eve- 
ning. Committee meetings are 
scheduled to minimize conflicts 
among committee members, but a 
Representative with a bill to advo- 
cate or oppose may well find him- 
self confronted with a number of 
simultaneous meetings of House 
committees, Senate committees 
or groups of constituents. 

These meetings with constit- 
uents are often overlooked by 
those who think of the Legisla- 
ture in broad, general terms. 
Each delegation inevitably will 
have frequent meetings with peo- 
ple from its home district, and 
these meetings must be scheduled 
to avoid conflict with meetings of 
House/Senate committees. 
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And, of course, the work goes 
on, whether the Legislature is in 
session or not. Before a regular 
session convenes, Representa- 
tives are obligated for meetings 
with public and private groups, 
and with individual citizens, who 
have problems they want to talk 
over. There will be a round of 
scheduled meetings of commit- 
tees beginning soon after the 
House's reorganization (See: 



Organization Session). Also 
state ageneies will be visited by 
members of committees con- 
cerned with their financing and 
general management. 

To repeat, as a visitor, you 
should keep in mind that what 
you see of activities on the floor of 
the House is but a fraction of the 
time and energy a Representative 
must put into his public task.

Most matters coming before 
the Legislature are fairly well 
publicized in advance. To help 
your Representatives, write them 
about issues prior to the Legisla- 
ture taking action. Keep in mind 
that committees meet to consider 
bills in the months before the con- 
vening of the annual sessions. 



IF YOU ARE VISITING 

Representatives are glad to 
welcome constituents. You will 
find their offices listed on directo- 
ries in the Capitol and the House 
Office Building. If the Represen- 
tatives are away from their offices 
because of the need to be in the 
Chamber or in committee, staff 
members will be glad to meet you 
and to assist you. 

The directories mentioned 
above show either "H" or "C" after 
a room number. These refer to 
offices in the House Office Build- 
ing or in the Capitol. The first 
numeral in room numbers indi- 
cates the floor. 

THE HOUSE CHAMBER 

Seating in the Chamber is de- 
termined by the Speaker. Gener- 
ally, those Representatives from 
the same county are seated to- 
gether. 

The Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Rules & Calendar occupies 
the first seat to the Speaker's left 
on the front row. Across the mid- 
dle aisle, to the Speaker's right on 
the front row, the Speaker pro 
tempore is seated. 

Chairmen of other commit- 
tees are ordinarily assigned the 
first seats on the aisle except the 
last aisle seat on the Speaker's 
right, which is reserved for the 
Minority Leader. 

Only Legislators and essen- 
tial staff are allowed in the Cham- 
ber during sessions. As a token of 
their rank, certain top officials of

other departments of government 
are permitted in the Chamber at 
certain times. 

There are ceremonial occa- 
sions in the Chamber when "spe- 
cial visitors" are allowed. 




THE PROCESS 

The work product of the 
legislature is called a "bill." This 
is the instrument by which laws 
are created or changed. The fol- 
lowing step-by-step description 
will follow the path of a bill 
through the House: 

A group of citizens meets with 
their Representative and re- 
quests his help with a problem 
which requires a change in the 
law. The Representative may 
consult with experts on the sub- 
ject in question. He then has a bill 
drafted in the proper format for 
introduction to the House. 



The next step is "prefiling" the 
bill. This is the act of bringing the 
bill to the Office of the Clerk 
where it begins its official jour- 
ney. After careful screening for 
form, correct number of copies 
and other checks, the bill is given 
a number. 




After the bill is sent to the printer, 
copies are made for distribution. At this 
point, you may receive a free copy of a bill 
upon request. 



ANYBODY CAN GET A BILL 

All legislation is printed, and 
a copy of any House bill is avail- 
able to the public without charge 
upon request to the Documents 
Division of the Office of the Clerk, 
either in person or by mail. 

Address: Documents Super- 
visor, Office of the Clerk, House of 
Representatives, 513 The Capitol, 
Tallahassee 32399-1300.

Calendars, and other legisla- 
tive publications are also avail- 
able from the Documents Division 
of the Clerk's office. 
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The Constitution requires 
three readings of a bill. Printing 
of the bill title in the House Jour- 
nal constitutes first reading. 

The Speaker refers the bill to 
a committee or committees for re- 
view. The committee will have a 
meeting to discuss the bill. Com- 
mittee meetings are also a forum 
for citizens to express their opin- 
ions on a bill. 




Committees may "amend" or 
suggest changes to a bill. These 
changes must be agreed upon 
when the bill is taken up by the 
full House. 

After going through commit- 
tee hurdles, the next step for a bill 
is consideration by the House in 
the Chamber. 



THE HOUSE IN SESSION 

There is a daily order of busi- 
ness which is followed each legis- 
lative day. If you were observing 
from the gallery, you would be 
able to keep track of the schedule 
from the following chart: 




THE DAILY ORDER OF 
BUSINESS 

1. Prayer (usually by an invited 
clergyman or a Representa- 
tive) 

2. Roll call (recorded electroni- 
cally) 

3. Pledge of allegiance 

4. Approval of the Journal (of the 
preceding legislative day)

(transmitting legislation orig- 
inating in the Senate and 
passed there, or reporting 
Senate action on House Bills) 

7. Report of standing committees 

8. Report of select committees 

9. Bills and joint resolutions on 
third reading 

10. Motions relating to committee 
references 
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11. Matters on reconsideration 

12. Special Orders 

13. Unfinished business 

14. Bills and joint resolutions on 
second reading 

15. House resolutions, concur- 
rent resolutions, and memo- 
rials on second reading 

16. Introduction and reference 

The House may choose to 
adopt the amendments proposed 
in committee, and additional 
amendments which are presented 
and discussed in session. The bill 
is on second reading at this stage, 
having already been printed by 
title in the Journal for first read- 
ing. If amendments are adopted, 
the bill goes to the Engrossing Di- 
vision in the Office of the Clerk. 
This is where amendments 
adopted are incorporated into the 
bill. 

The bill is read a third time, 
usually, the next legislative day. 
This is the time for debate, ques- 
tions and answers, and a final 
vote. You may see Representa- 
tives consulting each other during 
this time of debate for more spe- 
cific discussion. 




A vote is taken at the end of 
the debate. If the bill passes, it is 
transmitted to the Senate by the 
Senate Message team in the 
Clerk's Office. 




A bill must go through the 
same hurdles in the Senate. 
Much depends on whether there 
is an identical or similar Senate 
bill. If there is, and the Senate 
bill has already been traveling 
through the committee process, 
the bills can be paired and placed 
on the Calendar for consideration. 
Otherwise, a House bill is referred 
to a Senate committee as new ma- 
terial and goes through the hear- 
ing process on that side. The bill 
can be further amended in the 
Senate. If this happens, the 
House must agree to those 
changes. 

Two things can happen here. 
Should the House not agree to the 
Senate amendments, and the 
Senate refuses to remove them, a 
conference committee may be ap- 
pointed. This committee is com- 
posed of members of both houses 
appointed by the presiding offi- 
cers to work out an acceptable 
compromise. 

If the House agrees to the 
Senate amendments, the bill is 
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passed as further amended. It is 
sent back to Engrossing for the 
change to be incorporated into the 
bill. Then the officers of both 
houses sign it, and the bill is sent 
to the Governor.

THE JOURNAL 



If you are in either the Cap- 
itol or the House Office Building 
during sessions and have need for 
information on the status of spe- 
cific bills, you will find two conve- 
nient sources, each tied into the 
legislative information system. 

Bill status books, called the 
Daily Bill History, produced by 
the computer and reflecting the 
progress of legislation through 
the preceding day, are available 
for review at information desks in 
the rotunda. 

There are also computer ter- 
minals available for public use in 
legislative corridors of the Capitol 
and in the House Office Building. 
Each terminal has an instruction 
booklet. 

The Legislative Information 
Division provides this service 
year - round to all Floridians 
through a toll free long distance 
telephone number. 1-800- 
342-1827. 




The House Journal is the offi- 
cial record of what has happened 
in the House and its committees. 
This includes the titles of the bills 
introduced and considered and 
the way Representatives voted on 
the passage of bills. 

Because the House Journal 
is not a verbatim, record, the size, 
in number of pages, may on occa- 
sion bear an inverse ratio to the 
intensity of the floor debate. A 
day given over to argument on an 
important bill may require a few 
short entries. A day in which 
scores of local bills are passed ne- 
cessitates page after page in the 
Journal although not a word of 
debate, in the sense of argument, 
has been spoken. 

The Journal is of vital signifi- 
cance, for the courts look to the 
Journal for an accurate account- 
ing of what formal steps were 
taken whenever a law is chal- 
lenged on some ground of uncon- 
stitutional passage in its 
legislative course. 

The Journal of each day's pro- 
ceedings is distributed to legisla- 
tors and available to the public 
from the Documents Division 
with the convening of the next leg- 
islative day's session. These daily 
Journals, after careful perusal for 
error, are incorporated into one or 
two volumes and printed after 
sine die, or flnal adjournment of 
the Legislature. This document 
becomes the official record of what 
the House did. 
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THE INTERIM CALENDAR 



REGULAR SESSION 



So the public may know what 
legislation has been proposed, 
and what committees are study- 
ing, the Clerk periodically pub- 
lishes an interim Calendar when 
the Legislature is not in session. 

The interim Calendar lists all 
prefiled bills by subject, sponsor, 
and the identifying number they 
will carry during their legislative 
life; the Speaker's references of 
the bills to committees, notices of 
committee meetings, and reports 
of committees.

SESSIONS 



ORGANIZATION SESSION 

On the 14th day after each 
regular general election, the 
Legislature meets in session lim- 
ited by the Constitution to the ex- 
clusive purpose of organization 
and selection of officers. The Sen- 
ate President and House Speaker 
usually appoint committees at 
this time, thus enabling them to 
gain a head start on the business 
of the session. 



The Legislature meets in a 
regular session on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in Feb- 
ruary of each odd-numbered year 
and on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in February, or such 
other date as may be fixed by law 
of each even-numbered year. 

The latitude given the 
Legislature for its even-numbered 
year allows the Legislature to 
meet earlier in the apportionment 
years: 1982, 1992, etc. The early 
start permits the apportionment 
plan to be submitted to the Flor- 
ida Supreme Court for approval 
with sufficient time for the fall 
primary elections.

A regular session may last 60 
consecutive calendar days, Satur- 
days and Sundays included, and 
may be extended by a three-fifths 
vote of the Members present in 
each legislative house. An exten- 
sion allows pending business of 
the regular session to be carried 
forward. 
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SPECIAL SESSION 

A special session may be 
called by the Governor or by the 
Senate President and House 
Speaker, acting jointly. A special 
session may not exceed 20 days, 
unless extended by a three-fifths 
vote of the Members present of 
both houses. The actual time of 
session may be restricted, as to 
hours and days, in the proclama- 
tion of the Governor or the Presi- 
dent and Speaker. 

The proclamation is known as 
the "call." The call limits the 
Legislature to specific items of 
business, and the houses may go 



beyond the call only by a two- 
thirds vote of all the Members in 
each house. The items specified 
in a call are known as the "pur- 
view." 

The Governor may broaden 
the call during the session. This 
can be done either by further proc- 
lamation or by a communication 
in the form of a letter. 

If a special session is called to 
immediately follow a regular ses- 
sion, all business of the regular 
session dies. Bills must be rein- 
troduced to be considered at the 
special session. 
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As we approach the 21st Cen- 
turj', decisions wDl be made by the 
Legislature which will touch the lives 
of each of us. These men and women 
are YOUR elected representatives. 
We encourage you to learn more about 
the legislative process and how it will 
affect our future.
